Disbands End Of March 

Public expression has been heard by the Aurora v 
town council to continue the services of the Victorian 
Order of Nurses. The order had decided to end its 
activities on March 31. Last Monday night the council 
decided to call a meeting of the V.O.N, board, members 
of council and the York county health unit director to 
discuss carrying on the service. 
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Councillor Davics and Cook 
were named as a committee lo 
gather as many statistics as pos- 
sible about the past V.O.N, ac- 
tivities for the next meeting of 
council. 

•*The first question I asked 
when the county health unit was 
being brought in was about the 
disposition of the V.O.N./* said 
Councillor Davics. "I regret that 
I did not stress that more." 

"Apparently the V.O.N, board 
is disbanding the service for 
financial reasons/' said Heeve A. 
A. Cook. 

"It was understood when the 
health unit came in that it would 
not conflict with the V.O.N., the 
main reason being that the unit 
would not do any bedside nursing 
like the V.O.N, does/' said Mayor 
Alex. Bell. 

One suggestion was that Aur- 
ora get together with King and 
Whitchurch townships and New- 



market to form a V.O.N, service 
for the four municipalities. It 
was suggested that information 
be obtained from another county 
which has both health unit and 
V.O.N, services. " 

Said Mayor Bell, "Maybe we 
could take this bedside nursing 
service ourselves by engaging 
part time nurses in the commun- 
ity." 

"Many of the women in the 
community have found the ser- 
vice useful," said Mrs. Fielding. 
She said that many people have 
paid for V.O.N, services. The 
V.O.N, also gives nursing ser-. 
vice to families who are unable! 
to pay. According to Mrs.j 
'Fielding, the order would nc3cl| 
.$3,500 from the town to carry on 
its services, plus a car.

He 
spoke on some implications aris- 
ing from the recent Koyal Com- 
mission report on education. 

In praising the Prince Charles 
school, Mr. Phimistcr called at- 
tention to its many modern fac- 
ilities, combined so harmonious- 
ly within its architectural de- 
sign, 

- '"Such schools herald the 
changes in education. We hear 
from all sides that our schools 
are not beacons of light, but mir- 
rors of confusion," he said. 
; 'There is in the world today a 
great deal of confusion in all 
realms of thought. The shadow 
--ofwar is upon us. 
•s> '-"Out of that confusion people 
yijye tried to find light. In Brl- 
even when the lighU were 




out in the streets they were dis 
cussing and thinking about the 
education of their youth. One 
year before the war ended their 
educational act was passed which 
will serve as a blueprint for edu- 
cation for 50 years to come. The 
same thing is true in the United 
States, in the Scandanavian 
countries and in Ontario. In 
1945 a Koyal Commission on edu- 
cation consisting** of 21 persons 
WAS appointed In Ontario. It 
was working for four and a half 
years at an estimated total cost 
of $300,000, said Mr. Phimistcr. 

The report was handed by Mr. 
Justice Hope, chairman of the 
commission, to Premier Leslie 
Frost on December 21, 1050, but 
has as yet not been considered 
or acted upon. Mr. Phimistcr In 
his talk, deolt with two changes, 
organization of schools and pro- 
gram of schools which might re- 
sult if the report is accepted. • 

"What is the real purpose of 
education?" he asked. 'Twenty- 
two persons are employed full*

"Kvery society has taught its 
youth. The North American In- 
dians taught the skills of the 
tribe, but beyond that they 
taught an attitude to life which 
was very important to them . . .

"These qualities of stoicism are 
not considered important in our 
present-day society. Wc have a 
different attitude toward life 
which we wish to teach ottr chil- 
dren. In the Hope Commission, 
the aim.? of education beyond the 
teaching of certain skills have 
been set forth: to develop the 
capacity to apprehend and prac- 
tice basic virtues, to develop the 
power to think clearly, independ- 
ently and courageously, to devel- 
op talent to understand the views 
of others and to express one's 
own views effectively, to develop 
competence for a suitable occu-

This weekend I left the boys 
for the first time since we start- 
ed out together more than six 
weeks ago.

We are now leaving for Scot- 
land where we will take the 
plane from Prestwick to fly to 
Canada. The chances are that 
by the time you read this we 
will be home. We've covered ;» 
lot of territory, met a lot of peo • 
pie and enjoyed every minute of 
it but just now home seems to 
be about the most important 
place in this world. And now. 
for the boys and myself I'll say 
goodbye and I hope we'll all 
meet at the 1951 International 
Plowing Match at Woodstock.

When this was approved by 
the board it was felt that since 
the general annual meeting 
would be held at Maple on 
March 27 it would he In the in- 
terests of the membership as n 
whole to hold the county meet- 
ing «t Newmarket- this year. 
As there arc some Important 
amendments up for considera- 
tion, it is hoped that the mem- 
bers from all over York will 
make a point to attend.

The township awarded tho Cox 
Construction Co. a contract for 
crushing stone and delivering 
gravel in the township at 75 
cents a ton.

Council members had conclu- 
ded that the spray method is the 
only effective way to control in- 
creasing weed and brush growth. 
The sprayer purchased can also 
be used for lire fighting.- ; - 
W. J. Smith, Toronto, has been 
given notice by the council indi- 
cating that he will no longer be 
permitted to pump water from 
his property into the Nelson 
drainage ditch. Mr. Smith owns 
a large area of undeveloped 
marsh land north west of 
Queensville. The Nelson ditch 
is the only outlet for the system 
of land drainage along Second 
St. According to township offi- 
cials, the large volume of water 
being drained through the Nel- i 
son ditch has backed up and 
another outlet will be required 
from the Smith lands. 

The township road superinten- 
dent has purchased 75 tons of 
calcium chloride which will con- 
trol dust on many roads in the 
thickly populated areas. 

Relief costs during February 
were $700. Members of council 
had voiced an opinion that the 
costs were too high considering 
the present prosperous times. On 
investigation of statistics it was 
discovered that persons receiving 
relief were not capable of earn- 
ing a living at the present time.

The Farm Improvements Loan 
Act passed in 1044 and which 
since that time has extended 
credit to Canadian farmers tn 
the amount of more than §170 
million will be continued in 
force another three years. Legis- 
lation to provide for this exten- 
sion was brought in by the gov- 
ernment this week. 

The primary purpose of the 
Act was to fill a gap in the credit 
system which has been develop- 
ed in Canada to meet the needs 

of agriculture. That gap related 
chiefly to the provision of inter- 
mediate credit and certain types 

of short term credit to farmers, 

for the improvement and devel- 
opment of farms and for the im- 
provement of living conditions 
thereon. The act aims at assist- 
ing, particularly, the average 
farmer who in the past has fre- 
quently not been able to secure 
bank credit for these purposes. 
It aims, moreover, at providing 
credit in a form and under terms 
and eonditions which arc con- 
venient and suited to the needs 
and conditions of the particular 
farm borrower. 

The history of the Act is one 
of constantly growing and in- 
creasing usefulness. In the first 
full year of its operation there 
were 13,030 loans amounting to 
$0,880,505. In 1050 there were 
58,970 loans amounting to SC3 - 
417,310. 9 * 

Of all these loans 85 percent 
were for the purchase of imple- 
ments and machinery. Other 
loans were for purchase of livc- 
stock, electrical installations, 
fencing, drainage, construction or 
repairs to buildings. 

The repayment of loans has 
been very satisfactory and the 
net claims by the chartered 
banks on the government in the 
period the Act has been in force 
has been §10,154.18. This is con- 
sidered a very satisfactory rec- 
ord and there has been unani- 
mous agreement here in support 
of the government's action in 

continuing in force 
practical and useful 
for the benefit of 
farmers. 
Indian Act 

Hon. Walter Harris, minister 
of Citizenship and Immigration, 
has introduced a measure to 
amend the Indian Act. 

Indian legislation in Canada is 
almost 100 years old, the first 
Indian Act having been passed 
in 1857. 

In the years 1940, 1017 and 
19-18, a special joint committee of j 
the Senate and Commons madej 
a very thorough examination of 
Indian Affairs. Representative 
Indians from all parts of Canada 
were here, in Ottawa, las', week 
consulting with the minister ntul 
it is hoped as a result of these 
conferences a new dr>al will be 
given the Indian, giving him the 
in e n s u r e of self-government 
which his status now requires. 

Latest available figures show 



that we have in Canada today 
about 130,000 Indians. 
Postal Saving 

To help pay the rapidly rising 
cost of Canada's defence pro- 
gram the government in every 
department is reducing expendi- 
ture and carefully reviewing all 
estimates with the aim of bring- 
ing about every possible econ- 
omy. 

To save money and man pow- 
er the post office department has 
reduced letter delivery service in 
urban centres from two deliver- 
ies to one daily. 

This move will not mean any 
great inconvenience and it will 

result in a saving of some three 
and a half million dollars a year.

pation, good health, aptitudes for 
recreation, characteristics for 
happy family relations, good cit- 
izenship and to develop the con- 
cept that education is a continu- 
ing process beyond the school. 

"Complete reorganization of 
the educational system into three 
stages, elementary education, 
secondary education and further 
education has been recommend- 
ed in the Hope report. The pro- 
posed divisions correspond to the 
stages of child development. 
Each division will be designed as 
to organization ami program to 
meet the needs of the child at 
that particular stage of growth. 

"The elementary education 
would include nursery schools, 
kindergartens and a six-year 
program in elementary schools 
organized into two divisions. 
The average child would com- 
plete the first stage at approxi- 
mately age 12. The second stage 
of four years' duration would 
cover that period when, by law, 
a child must attend school. 

"General education would be 
the prime purpose of these two 
stages. Further education would 
include junior colleges, technical 
institutes, apprenticeship train- 
ing and part-time education.

We tnrtst give 
children practice in making 
choices. 

"Schools will pay more atten- 
tion to individual differences 
than in the past. The old exam- 
ination system, pass or else, with 
a barrier over which students 
must, grade results in certain 
wastage In society. We as teach- 
ers must look at these people 
who by law must come to school 
until they ore 10. We must give 
them the environment which 
will bring them through a more 
wholesome development to full 
stature. Everybody must make 
the best use of his talents. For 
too long wo have been inclined to 
look down our noses upon those 
who don't got the high murks. 
Is not the youngster who tries his 
best, but is unable to succeed 
more deserving of praise and ac- 
ceptance than tho bright child

Officially spring may be another couple of weeks 
away, but the'arrival of the seed catalogues through the 
mail is as good as a dose of grandpa's old standby, 
sulphur and molasses, to those of the green thumb 

league. 




This, the dfeariest of seasons, 
can best be spent in looking for- 
ward to those wonderful spring 

days ahead. The nurserymen 
should receive a merit of honor 
for their distribution of their In- 
teresting catalogues. The ones 
with the colored illustrations ore 
a real treat. Think of the 
amount of pleasure such publica- 
tions bring. During the cold, 
raw evenings more than one gar- 
dening enthusiast will pass the 
time profitably with his study 
of these catalogues. 

There are all the new intro- 
ductions to examine and consid- 
er. There is the checking with 
last year's list, cancelling those 
which did not live up to one's 
expectations and increasing the 
order for others which proved to 
be family favorites. There is the 
replacing of a tree or shrub 
which has been injured or the in- 
clusion in tjiis year's order of 
some special stock for foundation 

planting. 

A good garden takes time. It 
takes time not only in the grow- 
ing season with the planting, 
cultivation and harvesting, but 
beforehand in the planning. A 
well-kept property takes thought 
and patience as well as care 
and time. It is something which 
cannot be achieved in one sea- 
son. That happy blending of a 
house and its surroundings to 
form a balanced picture is artis- 
try in gardening at its best. 

So often owners of new homes 
are rather shaken by the manner 
in which their house divorces 
itself from the earth. It stands 
there naked, devoid of any soft- 
ening influences from lav/ns and 
shrubs. In their haste to correct 
this sad plight, they rush to the 
nursery, purchase what stock is 
within their financial means and 
plant it haphazardly around their 
property. Later, they are disap- 
pointed if the imagined results 
are not attained. 

Nov/, during these weeks when 
actual gardening out-of-doors is 
impossible, is the time to plan 
an overall scheme for one's prop- 
erly. A specimen of soil gather- 
ed from various sections of the 
land could be sent to Guelph for 
analysis. The container and ap- 
plication form may be obtained 
from the local agricultural rep- 
resentative. Included In the re- 
port of the soil analysis will 
be a recommendation of the fer- 
tilizer that that particular 
ground requires. 

In the actual planning of the 
layout of the garden it is wise 
to draw the property to scale. 
List all the things one wants to 
include within this plot. Allow 
the space for the house and other 
buildings, the walks and drives 
and then divide the remainder so 



that the majority of the family's 
needs can bt met. Allow the 
space for the vegetable garden, 
flower borders, recreation and 
utility areas so that in the next 
few years following this plan an 
attractive, balanced landscaping 
scheme will be the result. If 
this is done you won't have your 
precious rose bed in the line of 
traffic between the children's 
play area and the house. 

Novices at this game of gar- 
dening will receive much infor- 
mation from the study of the 

seed catalogues distributed by 
the majority of nurseries and 
seed houses. In them is con- 
tained a store of practical know- 
ledge of how and when to prune, 
planting directions and many 
other points which might puzzle 
the beginner. 

Additional information may be 
obtained free from the provincial 
and federal departments of agri- 
culture on all phases of farming 
and gardening. Their long list 
of publications covers everything 
from small fruits, perennials, in- 
sect and pest control to booklets 
on how to quick-freeze the pro- 
duce from the vegetable garden. 

Yes, there is one good thing 
about this time of year . . . the 
opportunity to prepare for the 
gardening days ahead, the en- 
joyment in anticipation of the 
colorful bouquets of glads and 
the mouth-watering goodness of 
corn-on-the-cob.

A soup may be a highly- 
flavored appetizer or a main 
course, depending on its base 
and added ingredients. 

Soups with a milk base have 
a head start, since milk itself is 
a valuable food. The fact that 
cream soups are substantial pre- 
cludes them from use as an ap- 
petizer or beginning for the meal 
but places them as the main 
course for supper or luncheon. 

Smoothness is essential to a 
good cream soup. Lumpines3 
may be avoided by stirring the 
mixture constantly until it has 
thickened, then completing the 
cooking over hot water, stirring 
occasionally. 

Chowder with milk some- 
times seems to be more substan- 
tial than other cream soups be- 
cause it is of thicker consistency 
and the vegetables are in pieces 
instead of being pureed. 

POTATO CARROT CHOWDER 

2 tbsp. fat 

1 medium onion, minced 
Z cups diced raw potato 
2. cups diced raw carrot 

2 cups boiling water 
Wi tsp. salt 

tsp. pepper 

tsp. paprika 
H tsp. celery salt 
1 tbsp. flour ^ 

t tbsp. melted tat 

3 cups hot milk 

Melt fat in soup kettle, add 

onion and cook five minutes 
without browning. Add pota- 
toes, carrots and water, cook 
until vegetables are tender. 
Add seasonings. Mix flour with 
melted fat, blend in hot milk. 
Add to vegetables and cook three 
minutes longer or until slightly 
thickened. Two or three cooked 
sausages or weiners, sliced may 
be added, if desired. Yield: six 
servings. 

CREAM OF CARROT 
AND CI1KKSE SOUP 

1 cup finely grated carrot 

3 slices onion 

4 cups milk 

2 tbsp. fat 

Z tbsp. flour 

1 Isp. salt 

Pepper 

4 tbsp. grated cheese 

Add carrot aud onion to milk 
and cook together five to ten 
minutes. Melt fat in the top of 
a double boiler, blend in flour. 
Stir into this the heated milk 
with carrot and seasoning, stir- 
ring constantly until thickened. 
Add the grated cheese and serve 
as soon as the cheese melts. 
Yield: six servings.

The formation of Whitchurch 
township school area and the use 
of portable buildings were em- 
phasized as possible methods to 
meet school problems facing rate- 
payers of S. S. 13, Whitchurch. 
There was a feeling that immed- 
iate pressure should be brought 
in the township council to seek 
means to alter the section boun- 
daries to include the land east 
of Yonge St., now a portion of 
Union section No. 1 of King and 
Whitchurch. 

It was pointed put that the 
boundaries had been legally set 
up by an arbitration board, which 
gave 30 days to appeal the de- 
cision. According to the school 
act no change could therefore be 
made within five years. 

Results could be achieved by 
the operation of the school area, 
said Mr. McCarron. Education 



of ratepayers as to "just what a 
school area means" is vitally im- 
portant, he said. Councillor Mc- 
Carron said this is a matter for 
each taxpayers to fully compre- 
hend. School boards alone are 
not the persons to make decis- 
ions. It was also pointed out 
that presumption of school costs 
"going down" through the area 
plan is a mistaken idea. The 
purpose of an area is to distri- 
bute the costs over a larger ter- 
ritory. Negotiations for S. S. 13 

school site have not yet been 

concluded. Councillor McCarron 

said, "There will be a place for 
your children to go to school at 
the lake by September." 

Explaining the construction of 
40-pupil portable school build- 
ings costing around $3,500 each, 
George Gourlay described those 
used in North York. It was felt 
thai this type of modern build- 
ing could prove adequate to S, S. 
13. A. E. Patchell, chairman of 
the trustee board, said such 
buildings could be obtained. No 
building grant is allowed by the 
government but ten-year de- 
bentures may be taken out.
